Shanghai teachers visit 
to give maths masterclass

bollards 

TWELVE solar-powered 
light bollards have been 
damaged at Pipers Close, 
Haverhill. 

The bollards, which cost 
£500 each to buy and install, 
are managed by Stonewater 
Housing Association. 

Stonewater installed the 
lights last September fol¬ 
lowing requests from resi¬ 
dents to provide extra light¬ 
ing to the car parks and 
shared paths. 

Two bollards were report¬ 
ed as damaged in Decem¬ 
ber but since then a further 
10 have also been targeted. 

The first damaged bol¬ 
lards have been replaced 

Stonewater is consid¬ 
ering if it can take fur¬ 
ther measures to prevent 
the lights being damaged 
again. 

A spokesperson said: 
“ The damage to them is 
somewhat disappointing. 

“We are now working 
with a surveyor to assess 
what we can do to replace 
and secure them.”

A MATHS masterclass was 
given by visiting teach¬ 
ers from Shanghai to pu¬ 
pils from Westfield Primary 
Academy in Haverhill. 

Wang fan and fin QiMore 
also showed their world¬ 
leading technique to more 
than 100 teachers who had 
travelled to the school from 
across Suffolk and Norfolk 

Westfield Primary Acad¬ 
emy head teacher, Nicky 
Tyler, said: “It’s fantastic, 
it’s really wonderful to show 
other schools how maths is 
being taught in Shanghai. 
Pupils love it. They have re¬ 
ally taken to this approach.” 

The Shanghai technique 
focuses on teaching ba¬ 
sic skills and progressing 
quickly, while encourag¬ 
ing children to talk through 
their work. 

The two-day ‘showcase’ 
was the result of an Eng- 
land-China partnership run 
by the National Centre for 
Excellence in the Teaching 
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of Maths (NCETM), which 
aims to introduce new 
methods of teaching into 
British classrooms. 

As part of the project, the 
deputy head at Westfield 
Primary, Matt Martin, trav¬ 
elled to Shanghai in Novem¬ 
ber. 

He and another teacher at 
Westfield, Charlotte Ache- 
son, became the first of 
only four maths leaders in 
the county. 

Mr Martin has been 
sharing his experience 
and knowledge with other 
schools since returning to 
this country. 

Speaking about Wang fan 
and fin Qi visit to the school, 
Mr Martin said: “It has been 
absolutely brilliant, both for 
our staff in giving them new 
ideas and also our children 
who have experienced a dif¬ 


ferent way of learning and a 
different culture.” 

Increasing mathematical 
ability is not the only bonus. 

Pupils also enjoyed learn¬ 
ing about Chinese culture 
during the two-week long 
visit. 

Daniel Quarrell, aged 10, 
said: “It’s been a wonderful 
experience and I have en¬ 
joyed it very much. 

“We learned a lot more 
than just maths. We also 
learned how to say hello in 
Chinese and some other 
Chinese that Mr jin taught 
us.” 

Pupils were not the only 
ones experiencing a new 
culture. 

Mr fin and Mrs Wang also 
enjoyed their time in the 
UK, finding time to go punt¬ 
ing in Cambridge and shop¬ 
ping in Harrods. 

Mrs Wang said: “I have 
had a wonderful time here. 
The children are lovely, 
friendly and very clever.”

School serves 
a healthy mix

A PRIMARY school is offer¬ 
ing pick ‘n’ mix-style lunches 
to teach pupils about healthy 
eating. 

Great Abington Primary 
School is two weeks into the 
term-long trial in partnership 
with Cambridgeshire Cater¬ 
ing Service. 

The way the pick ’n’ mix 
scheme works is that children 
choose one item from each 


tray, which are colour-coded 
according to food group. 

Types of food on offer 
include wraps, cucumber 
sticks, mini samosas, cherry 
tomatoes and orange seg¬ 
ments. Students can also add 
extra salad and fruit. 

When they arrive at school 
each child chooses whether 
they want a pick ’n’ mix or hot 
lunch and the kitchen then 
makes the food to order, so 
nothing goes to waste. 

Headmaster Guy Under¬ 


wood said: “Healthy eating 
and fitness is a school priori¬ 
ty. We know that what the kids 
eat at lunchtime will impact 
their ability to concentrate in 
the afternoon. 

“Food is important to our 
school culture - we have an 
active after school cookery 
club and want to get our pu¬ 
pils interested in food and 
understanding what it means 
to be healthy. 

“We also have a lot of agri¬ 
culture in the area, so the trial 
aims to use locally grown pro¬ 
duce.” 

Mr Underwood and the ca¬ 
tering team are already notic¬ 
ing the benefits of pick ’n’ mix 
lunches. 

He said: “Children who 
were not eating a full cooked 
lunch are now eating more.” 

Cambridge Catering Ser¬ 
vice and the school’s student 
council developed the menu 
together in October. 

“The trial has given respon¬ 
sibility and independence 
to the pupils on the school

council,” said Mr Under¬ 
wood. 

“The catering staff are also 
getting feedback from the 
students each day and try to 
offer more of what they pre¬ 
fer. 

“We think it’s important to 
give the pupils a voice.” 

If the trial is a success, pick 
’n’ mix lunch could become 
a permanent fixture at the 
school. 

Mr Underwood added: “It’s 
early days yet, but the re¬ 
sponse from the kids is pretty 
good. They are enjoying being 
able to pick what they want 
each day.”

COUNCIL 

Plan for bedsits 
is withdrawn 


‘SPECULATIVE’ plans to 
turn the AXA building in 
Haverhill into 58 bedsits 
have been withdrawn. 

Town councillors meeting 
last week were concerned 
about the potential loss of 
one of the town’s largest 
employers and the number 
of bedsits planned for the 
building. 

They also said the plan 
was out of line with the 
town’s master plan, aimed at 
bringing regeneration to the 
area. 

At the town council plan¬ 
ning meeting concerns were 
raised about ‘cramming’ so 
many bedsits into the build¬ 
ing. 

Town clerk Colin Poole 
said: “We are dumbfounded 
by the ‘pack 'em in’ proposal 
for 58 bedsits packed in like 
sardines. It is frankly unac¬ 
ceptable that legislation al¬ 
lows this. The government 
urgently needs to reconsider 
it, given the shameless way 
some landlords are exploit- 
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ingit.” 

The plans to transform 
the building on High Street 
did not need approval from 
planning committees due to 
legislation brought in by for¬ 
mer Communities Secretary, 
Eric Pickles, in 2015. 

The legislation allows of¬ 
fices to be converted to 
houses or flats so long as 
they meet standard building 
and environment regula¬ 
tions. 

Since councillors could 
not reject the plan, they took 
a unanimous vote to object 
in principle. 

Town councillor Quillon 
Fox said: “It’s better to object 
strongly and be ignored than 
say nothing.” 

Councillors also raised 
concerns about the poten¬ 
tial loss of one of the town’s 
largest employers. 

Issues raised included job 


security and the future of 
businesses on High Street 
which rely on the footfall 
from the office workers. 

Councillors hoped the 
plan would eventually fail 
because of logistical prob¬ 
lems with the site. 

The car park, which was 
included in some of the 
building work, is owned by 
St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council and the access road 
is private. 

Axa, which employs 230 
people in the town, has a 
99-year lease on the building 
and still has more than half 
the tenancy left. 

Prior to the withdrawal of 
the plans, an Axa spokesman 
said:“We are aware of the 
planning permission which 
has been detailed as specu¬ 
lative but it has no effect on 
our tenancy of the building 
and hence our occupation.” 

Earlier this month Ar¬ 
chitect firm John Finch de¬ 
scribed the application as 
purely speculative.

Mental health 
move welcome 

AS part of the work we undertake 
across the East of England, Ormiston 
Families works with children and 
young people struggling with mental 
health issues. To this end, we see 
Theresa May's announcement about 
a new approach to mental health as 
hugely significant. 

It is well documented that the 
provision of mental health services 
across the UK is inadequate and this 
lack of care has led to an increase 
in the number of children and 
young people suffering with mental 
ill health for prolonged periods of 
time. Through our Pointl service 
in Norfolk and HeadsUp service 
in Cambridgeshire we know early 
intervention in young people 
showing signs of mental health issues 
is critical. 

The Prime Minister talked about 
focusing "on prevention as well as 
treatment, especially since so many 
adult mental health problems - 
which one in four of us will suffer 
from at any one time - begin in 
childhood". As a charity working 
on the frontline with children and 
young people showing signs of 
mental health issues, we are relieved 
to hear this. Early intervention, and 
thus prevention, is key to reducing 
the number of people suffering with 
chronic mental health issues. 

The numbers used in Theresa 
May's speech are exactly the 
type of statistics we are working 
to reduce. "It is a tragic fact that 
one in 10 children in this country 
has a diagnosable mental health 
condition. The long-term effects 


can be crippling: children with 
behavioural disorders are four times 
more likely to be dependent on 
drugs, six times more likely to die 
before the age of 30, and 20 times 
more likely to end up in prison." 

Mental health is without doubt 
one of the biggest issues facing our 
society today and it is good to hear 
the Prime Minister is keen for the 
Government to do more to address 
the problems and "not just in our 
hospitals but in classrooms and 
communities". 

Through Ormiston Families' 
Engage Programme we work to 
bridge the gap between home and 
school life. This often involves going 
into schools and undertaking one- 
to-one sessions with young people 
who are struggling for one reason or 
another, in order that we can talk to 
the teachers and families about any 
issues the young person is dealing 
with. Theresa May's announcement 
about introducing mental health 
training for teachers and staff is 
something we wholly support and 
believe will help to create a step 
change in early intervention for 
young people suffering with mental 
ill health. 

With the figures showing "over 
half of mental health problems 
start by the age of 14 and 75 per 
cent by 18" the school years are 
incredibly important. Yet most 
teachers will, through no fault of 
their own, have no idea how to 
recognise that a young person has 
mental health issues, let alone how 
to help that person and deal with 
the situation in their classroom. 

This often puts further strain on the 
parent(s) to know how to help their 
child and thus advise the school. 
When families are dealing with a 
child suffering from mental health 
problems it has an enormous impact 
on every member of the family. In 
these difficult and often dark times 
they need to be supported by their 
child's school and to know that 
the teachers understand their child 
needs special care and attention, 
not for instance a detention for 
disruptive behaviour. 

We therefore believe the new 
trials to strengthen links between 
schools and local NHS mental 
health staff, coupled with secondary 
schools being offered mental health 
first aid training is a significant step 
in the right direction to improving 
support for young people suffering 
from mental ill health. 

Ormiston Families works with 
young people and their families to 
support them with whatever issues 
they face and we therefore welcome 
Theresa May's focus to take action 
and support these young people at a 
critical time in their life and health.

HS2 political 
vanity project 

POLITICIANS are well overdue a 
major reality check. I don't want to 
seem to be a spoilsport at the start 
of a new year, but the underlying 
fact is that things are not good for 
the UK. 

Indeed, the £65 billion-plus 
and counting HS2 project is a 
political vanity scheme to nowhere 
(both Labour and the Tories guilty 
here), as it will not create any new 
industries employing hundreds 
of thousands of people once it is 
completed, just another 'expensive' 
railway line to London for the 
taxpayer to pick up the tab. 

But the dire facts are that the 
chief economist of PwC (one of 
the big-four global accountants) in 
2009 projected that, by 2015, the 
UK would have a total debt of £10 
trillion (that's ten million millions) 
and possibly as much as £11.5 
trillion. 

But as UK debt has grown since 
2010, and where the national debt 
alone has increased by £600 billion, 
total debt may now well be for the 
whole of the UK, more than £12 
trillion (debt of around five times 
our total economic output). 

The PwC-projected debt figures 
for 2015 were, household debt 
£1.9 trillion, general government 
debt £1.4 trillion (national debt), 


non-financial company debt £2.2 
trillion and financial sector debt 
£4.5 trillion. As the nation's national 
debt (government debt) at Q1 of 
2015 was £1.56 trillion (it was £903 
billion in 2010 according to the 
ONS), these figures are probably 
now on the low side. 

Indeed, all this shows is that 
our politicians and their astute 
highly-paid taxpayer advisers, know 
absolutely nothing really of how to 
create an economy that is dynamic 
and basically sustainable, for it is out 
of control, in all truth. 

The problem also is that the elites 
who think that they know best do 
not realise that the answer resides 
within the British people themselves, 
and where they simply need the 
creative infrastructure putting in 
place to solve all this. Certainly our 
universities or Whitehall do not 
have the answer. Using their heads 
again for a change, they would see 
that the cost would be the same as 
HS2, but this would give the nation 
a continual dynamic future unlike 
a train line to economic nowhere, 
wherever that may be.

Give them a 
bright future 

THE Prime Minister's pledge this 
week to implement new measures 
to improve mental health services 
for young people couldn't be more 
timely as new figures from The 
Prince's Trust warns that many 
young people are feeling trapped 
by their circumstances with almost 
a fifth (18 per cent) in the East of 
England saying they don't believe 
they can change their circumstances 
if they want to. The research also 
reveals that 13 per cent of young 
people in the East of England think 
their life will amount to nothing, no 
matter how hard they try. 

In response to these findings and 
the fact that more young people 
than ever before are coming to us 
experiencing mental health issues, 
we are addressing an urgent need 
to improve provision by launching 
our own mental health strategy. We 
welcome the Government's pledge 
to improve these services for young 
people. 

The Prince's Trust Macquarie 
Youth Index reveals that young 
people's confidence and happiness 
are at their lowest levels since the 
report was first launched in 2009. It 
paints a deeply concerning picture 
for a generation of young people 
who feel that their future is slipping 
away from them. 

Many young people across the 
East of England feel desperate about 
their situation; it's vital that we 
act now if we're to help them get 
the right support to create brighter 
futures for themselves. 

The most important thing we can 
do to empower these young people 
is to continue to help them find 
work, education or training. Now, 
more than ever before we need to 
work together to help them take 
positive steps and regain control of 
their lives.

Owner of 16 cats banned 
from keeping animals

SIXTEEN cats have been res¬ 
cued and their owner banned 
by magistrates from keeping 
animals. 

Donna Albert, 39, of Quen- 
don Place, Haverhill, ap¬ 
peared for sentencing at 
Cambridge Magistrates’ Court 
last week, having previously 
pleading guilty to two breach¬ 
es of Section 9 of the Animal 
Welfare Act, 2006. 

She admitted not providing 
a hygienic environment for 
her cats to live in or providing 
them with a suitable diet. 

Albert was banned from 
keeping animals for five years, 
given a community order for 
80 hours of unpaid work over 
the next 12 months, ordered 
to pay costs of £200 and an 
£85 victim surcharge. 

The RSPCA said in a state¬ 
ment after the hearing that 
inspectors were called to 
Albert’s home in fune after 
neighbours raised concerns 


for the animals’ welfare. 

When they arrived, the 
statement said they found a 
four-week-old kitten dead in 
the hallway. 

RSPCA Inspector Alex 
Coghlan said: “There were 
piles of food on the floor 
along with faeces, and one 
poor four-week-old kitten lay 
dead in the hallway - we think 
because her mother had got 
shut outside and she was un¬ 
able to be fed. 

“I think this was a case 
where the owner started with 
a couple of cats and then they 
bred and things got out of 
control. 

“They had also all been left 
for five days without any kind 
of care.” 

Inspector Coghlan added 
there was a happy ending 
as the cats have since been 
turned over to the RSPCA and 
the majority have been re¬ 
homed. 


Transit vans 
targeted by 
thieves again 

TWO more Ford Transit vans 
have been targeted by tool 
thieves. 

On January 8 between 6pm and 
3.40am a van in Ovington Place, 
Haverhill, was damaged when 
thieves broke into it. 

They stole a Makita chainsaw 
worth £300 and a petrol powered 
saw worth £1,000. 

Police think it is possible a 
crow bar-type tool was used to 
open the sliding doors of the van. 

The following night, between 
6pm and 3.50am, tools were 
stolen from a van on Sperling 
Drive, Haverhill. 

Witnesses reported seeing two 
men driving away from the scene 
in a dark coloured car. 

Items taken included two 
Milwaukee drills worth £570 
combined and Milwaukee radio 
equipment worth £170. 

Police believe these latest 
crimes are connected to the 
previous series of thefts from 
Transit vans. 

Anyone with information 
should call police on 101. 

Police are again urging trade 
people to remove tools from their 
vans where possible. Anyone 
wanting advice should contact 
their local Support Network Team

The list includes more honours for 
Jaguar's fast-selling F-PACE SUV and 
wins for the first time in the awards 
for Hyundai, SEAT, Renault and 
Toyota. 

The shortlisted models, selected by 
a panel of 28 of the nation's leading 
motoring writers, will now go forward 
to the final round where the winner 
if the UK Car of the Year will be 
announced on February 24. 

Winning their first UK Car of the 
Year Awards were Hyundai, Toyota, 


Renault and SEAT. 

In the Best Small Hatch class, 
the Hyundai IONIQ beat off stiff 
competition to win, while the latest 
generation of Toyota's Prius was voted 
Best Family Car. 

Renault's Scenic/Grand Scenic has 
been named Best MPV, and in the 
popular category of Best Crossover 
the SEAT Ateca came out on top.

Have we reached 
peak technology 
with robot cars? 


F ollowing its consultation 
with the insurance industry, the 
government has published plans 
on how insurance would work with 
driverless cars of the future. 

In a consultation process which 
included the AA, the plans have 
been developed as more cars with 
driver assist features are coming on 
the road. 

Michael Lloyd, the AA's 
director of insurance said: "The 
proposals reflect the AA's view that 
compulsory insurance should be 
extended to driverless cars. 

"This single insurer model will 
ensure that in the event of a 
collision, the not-at-fault party will 
be properly compensated in the 
way that motor insurance works 
now. 

"Many questions remain to be 
resolved but this principle will 
allow for smooth handling of claims 
immediately after a collision and 
the question of liability can be 
sorted out in the background. 

"The fact remains that there are 
issues relating to where liability will 
ultimately lay, especially if there is 
some kind of fault relating to the 
software operating the vehicle." 

The proposals permit insurers to 
develop policies in a competitive

market and will form part of the 
planned-for Modern Transport Bill, 
which will set out regulations for 
driverless and automated vehicles. 

Says Lloyd: "The insurance 
market is changing very fast. 

Insurers and brokers need to be 
ready to meet the new challenges 
that automation presents." 

The AA is already trialling a 
connected car system that monitors 
on-board systems as well as driver 
behaviours with 10,000 units 
installed in AA members' vehicles. 

"This is the kind of technology 
that will form the basis of insurance 
in the future - whether cars are in 
driverless mode or being driven. 

"It's offering some very exciting 
prospects that the AA is certainly 
well equipped to meet." 

The AA quizzed its members on 
their willingness to accept driverless 
technology and it found that 65 per 
cent enjoyed driving too much to 
consider using a driverless car. 

"However the concept is 
becoming increasingly accepted. 
Although I believe the widespread 
use of driverless cars is at least a 
decade away, it offers tremendous 


opportunities for many people, not 
least those making long journeys 
and older drivers who still need to 
maintain their independence but 
would otherwise be forced to hang 
up their car keys." 

The ten-year outlook could 
be disputed. Insurer Adrian Flux 
believes that the driverless era in 
the UK could be nearer, and points 
to three factors accelerating the 
speed of progress in the sector: 

1. Motorway Tests: There have 
been reports that a sectioonm of 
the M6 has been earmarkeed fior 
tests by the Ministry of Transport. 

2. Volvo, Ford and Nissan have 
indicated they want to trial their 
driverless vehicles in the south of 
England this year. 

3. More and more cars have driver 
assist features. 

Set against this, a US AA report 
found that 80 per cent of US drivers 
don't trust driverless technology 
and wouldn't want to own such a 
vehicle. 

So it could be that the ten years 
before the driverless era really 
begins that the AA refers to may 
reflect the fact the time it will take 
UK drivers to accept the idea - 
rather than the time it will take for 
the technology to get up to speed.
